Bismarck’s Labor Ideas. 
A cablegram from London says: 
Th e existing labor trouble in Ger­ 
many, wh ich affect to a greater or less 
extent, every important industry in 
empire, are giving pinch concern to 
German statesmen and economist« - 
In every manufacturing center, labor 
and capital are at swords points, and 
for every strike th « t js settled, two 
fresh ones are announced. 
Prince 
Bismarck h as been studying th e ques­ 
tion, and according to h is organ, th e 
North Gazstte, h e h as struck a solution 
in every way ch aracteristic of *h e Iron 
Ch ancellor. 
He h as formulated a 
measure, wh ich , if enacted into law. 
will eith er settle th e labor question 
or, wh at is far mOjFP likely, necessitate 
th e building of a dozen prisons for 
every one th at exists now, and if h e 
does not, at th e same time, furnish 
bloody work for h is million bayonets. 
Th e German workman is a more 
docile creature th an h e is usually 
given er« *dit for. 
A drastic measure 
for th e punish ment of breach of con­ 
tract on th e part of employes is Prince 
Bismarck's statesmansh ip, and such 
is h is answer to th e bjtter wails th at 
arise from every worksh op in Ger­ 
many to-day. He virtually says to 
employers: 
*Tou see to it th at your workmen 
make an agreement with yon and I 
will look to its enforcement.”

Boon after Judge David S. Terry and wife 
came iu also.

other table when Mrs. Terry, evidently recog­ 
nizing Justice Field, did not sit down but re­ 
tired to the train for some unknown pur 
pose. 
Before she reached It, however, and 
as soon as she had left the dining room, 
Judge Terry approached Justice Field, and, 
stooping over him, slap{>ed bis face. 
At this 
juuoture Deputy Marshal Nagle arose from 
his seat and shot Judge Terry through the 
heart 
As he was failing the deputy marshal 
shot again but missed him. the bullet going 
through the tioor. 
Both sfiots were tired in 
very quick succession. The judge never u t­ 
tered a sound after being shot 
Hu had 
hardly fallen when Mra 
Terry rushed to the 
side of his body and threw herself upon It 
Then nn» ned 
a 
scene 
of the wildest 
excitem ent 
People rushed from the (lining 
room and others rushed in. Duriug this time 
Justice Field and Deputy Marshal Nagle re­ 
treated to a sleeping car, w he/o they were 
securely locked within. 
At times Mra Terry 
would call upon the ottixuu* to arrest them. 
Beforo the train pulled out Constable Walker 
entered the sleeper, and was carried aw ay 
I on board the truin. 
He informed the specta­ 
tors that he knew his duty and would per­ 
forin it 
During the liuie the train was 
« Landing a t the depot Mrs. Terry was rui.- 
umg wildly alternately from the body of her 
t husband to the sleeper. demanding adm it­ 
tance that she might slap Justice Field’s face, 
' and at the same time begging that they be 
letained and have their exam ination here. 
Conaiable Walker took Depnty Nagle from 
the train at Tracy, and proceeded with him 
lo Stockton, w'here be is now in iaiL District 
Attorney White ordered the arrest of Justice 
Field upon his arrival in San Francisco, and 
telegraphed the order to the sheriff of San

Justice Field told me be was not 
armed, although he was frequently urged lo 
arm himself, but would never do mo, and bad 
declared that when it becomes neceeiiary for 
a justice of the United States supreme court 
to go about in the performance of his duty 
carry ing firearms with which to protect his 
person, it w ould bo time to abolish our 
courts. ” 


Terry’» History. 
David S. Terry was born in Todd coonty, 
Ky., in 1823. 
He served in the Texan war 
under Sara Houston. 
He came to California 
in 1841) and settled in Calaveras county. In 
1855 he was elected justice of the supremo 
oouit of California on the Native American 
ticket, aud upon the death of Chief Justice 
Murray in 1857 Judge Terry became chief 
Justice. He was opposed to the vigilance 
com m ittee of 1856, und stabbed one of the 
members of the com m ittee who had at­ 
tem pted to arrest Maloney, a friend of Terry. 
Terry was held by tha vigilantes, but was 
afterw ards released. 
In I860 Terry was de­ 
feated as a Hancock elector, although his 
associates were elected. 
Sept 8, 188 8, he 
w as sent to Iail for six months for contem pt 
of court by Justice Field. 
He was m an led 
to 
HA11AH ALTHEA HILL, 
who claimed to be the wtf« i of ex Senator 
Sharon, while prosecu'iug her claim ag.dn*t 
the Sharon ortatc. 
This brought them into a 
r«.’sentfui attitude toward Justice Field, who 
last year rendered a « Incision in the United 
States circuit court In this city, denying her 
claim to be tbe w ife of Shsr» iL 
Mrs. Terry 
created a scene in court during the readicg 
of (he decision, charging Justice Field wltti 
being corrupt, und a* « he refused to rem ain 
quiet. Justice Field directed tha- she be re- 
mo vc« d from cou rt 
When a deputy aU 
tem pted to carry out the order of the court 
she ix'fumo involved in a personal quarrel 
with that official, mid Ju« lge Terry inter­ 
fered, drawing a digger from his vest 
He 
was disarm« *!, and both Terry aud his wife 
were adjudged for co*tem pt and comm itted 
to Jail, 
in tbe meantim e Justice Field went 
to WaMhiugton to resume his duties on the 
bench, returning to 8 in Francisco six weeks 
ago. 
Newspaper articles were printed Inti­ 
m ating tl.at it would be dangerous for Ju s­ 
tice FTeld snd Judge 1 erry to meet persoo- 
allv, as u wss tbougnt tbo latter m ight in 
suit the former, while the fret was also 
recognized that Justice 
Field would be 
quick to resent an attack from Terry, know­ 
ing it could only result f a tally to one or toe 
other, in view of the latter» record

When Althea Hill brought her suit 
against the millionaire, Terry became her 
champion. The first Mr*. Terry was a most 
estimable lady, of very strong Southern pro­ 
clivities, but respected and honored by at) 
who knew her.

cillus tuberculosis, the bacillus tha t Is sup­ 
posed to catMe tuberculosis, were found in 
great quantity , thousands being in a siugie 
drop of the mixture. 
Dr. Baser could arrive 
at

conclusion, 
namely, that 
the glands were 
from 
a 
sheep 
in­ 
fected 
with 
the 
bacilli 
of 
tubere.e, 
as the m ortar and pestle and the distilled 
water had been thoroughly sterilized before 
toe m iztu te was made. 
Dr. Bbaw eet/inalrd 
that in a drachm of the injection mfllion» of 
these bacilli would have been pot into the 
system, each one capable of m ultiplying It­ 
self indefinitely. 
The danger 
underlying 
such treatm ent can rtntdily be seen, and the 
chance« would be ten to one that the tuber­ 
culosis io some form would m anifest itself 
in the person inoculated. 
D r Huaw has 
since made other experim ents, and in two of 
them tbe oactllus tuberculosis was discov­ 
ered. The rod-shsfied bacilli were also found 
in several samples of m ixture made.

Protection was accorded to Justice Field, 
it U il*imcd, by authority of Uni'ed States 
At tot » ey General Miller, who telegraphed 
from Washington to tbe marshal of the dis­ 
trict to see that tbe person of the Justice wa* 
protected at any hazard. Tbe order extended 
also to Judge Sawyer, of tbe United States 
slrouit court In this city, upon w hom Mr* 
Terry made a personal aseault last year while 
on* railway train, accompanied Ly Judge 
Terry. 
Tbe order was based upon tots fact, 
and upon threats declared to have been 
made openly by Terry against Justice Field.

Saw the Tragedy, 
8ah Fbanctsco , Aug. 15.—Among the pas­ 
sengers on the Southern overland train was 
Col. II. G. Otis, editor of the I/O» Ang« ;les 
Times. He was standing outside of the de­ 
pot dining room at Latbrop when the shoot­ 
ing of Judge Terry occured, and was at the 
scene of toe tragedy a m om ent later. In au 
Interview he said: “Justice Field was among 
the first of the passengers to enter the din­ 
ing room. He took a seat at a table facing 
the door.

The bitter war of race prejudice flnallv 
enued in a duel, in which Terry was one of 
the prtndf ai* 
The *:ate between the Free 
Soil wiug of the Democratic party. under the 
leadership of David C. Broderick, and toe 
Pro-Slavery party , led bv W. M Gwinn and 
Terry, had grown bitterer with the advanc­ 
ing years, and David 
C Broderick had 
started on tbe lowest round of tbe )/oilttcai 
ladder, had risen to a position of com m and­ 
ing influence, a /d successfully resisted the 
Southern oligarchy which fia i hitherto dom ­ 
inated In toe state. 
In 1857 Mr Broderick 
gained coutrol of the legunature. and was 
elected to the United State* senate, succeed­ 
ing John Ü Weller, and shortly after carne 
another eiectiou for senator to 
succeed 
Wliiiam 
M 
Gwinn, 
who 
was 
desir­ 
ous 
of 
succeeding 
himself. 
There 
were two other caudtdates nafore the legis­ 
lature—Joseph Mci arkie and Milton H Lat­ 
ham, at that tune collector of the port of 
San Francisco. 
But tbe only condition that 
Broderick would listen to wa* that toe can­ 
didate, whoever be should be, should re­ 
nounce ail claims to federal patronage, as 
Gwinn and Welter had completely ostracised 
the friends of Broderick.

but was afterw ards publicly ac -u*td of hav­ 
ing stolen it frotn the desk of F’ratik Til ford. 
1\ ben the Lecompton constitution was be­ 
fore congress, Broderick, who was a fast 
friend of Stephen A Dougla*. delivered one 
of the bittere» t philippics agaln» t the pre» l- ¡ 
dent ever heard within the wails of the! 
United State« » » -rate. 
Gwinn, w ho had pun- 
llrjy renounced all claims to federal patron­ 
age, and thanked Broderick fur his aid in 
electing him, was now his colleague in the 
senate—and soon forgetting toe m an by 
whose aid he ba« l been elected, 
RECAME HIS BITTXUEsT EKEMT. 
On the adjournrnent of the senate in 185Í) 
Broderick, w ho had grown immense, v in the 
affections of the people, returned to Califor­ 
nia to give an account of bis stewardship, 
aud w herever he sjtoke thousands upon 
tooututid» turned out to hear him. 
Gwinn 
also took the stuiup, and the baf.t<e was 
waged with a bitterness seldom seen in civ­ 
ilized communities. 
Tbe partisans of each 
faction w ent cou« tauily arm e I. affrays were 
frequent and at least one of the principals 
stood in danger of instant aixaKginaUon. Tbe 
feeling wa* *0 bitter that Terry and Broder­ 
ick became involved in a personal quarrel 
When the election was over Terry wrote oat 
his resignation a* a supreme judge and 
placed it in tbe hand* ot u friend to be 
used 
if 
he killed Broderick, and im­ 
mediately Kent 
him a note deinan« 1ing 
a retraction of the word* he nad used to Par­ 
ley. 
Broderick refuted, and the result was a 
j/ereuiplory challenge 
borne 
by Terry ’s 
friend Cdbouu Benhani. 
Broderick unfor­ 
tunately accepted the challenge and named as 
hi* friend Col. Joe McKibben. 
The meeting 
was arranged for Sept. 10, 1850, but the 
sheriff interfered and it w as postpoued to 
the 13th. 
Calhoun Beubam loaded Terry's 
pistol, and a gunsm ith who was on tbe 
ground loaded the pistol for Broderick 
The 
word fire was given, an« l before Broderick 
could raise bis pistol it was discharged, the 
ball striking the ground about ten feet lu 
front of him. 
Terry deliberately raised his 
pistol, and huvmg him completely at his 
m**roy. shot him. 
He coolly rem arked to 
Mr. iienham, “I shot about two Inches too 
low,” and turning ou bis heel walked away. 
No such sensation wa» ever known in toe 
state; ail business was supended, and Mr. 
Broderick, after lingering a few days in 
mortal agony, dit d, his laat words being, 
“they have 
killed me 
because I was opposed to tbe extension of 
slavery end a corrupt adm inistration.” When 
the excitem ent was over Terry came from 
bis biding place and demanded a trial. 
All 
the detail* had been fixed by his friend* He 
procured u change of venue from the place 
where the m urder was committed to Main 
county, and his friend. Judge J. H. Hardy, 
hurried down from Mokeiuraue Hill to take 
charge of toe trial. 
On tbe day set for the 
case Hardy and Terrv appeared in c ou rt The 
case was called at IÓ o clock 
It was then D, 
aud the witnesses were on their way from San 
Francisco. Tbe hands of the court clock woro 
set an hour ahead. Hardy called the caau 
There was neither prosecuting attorney nor 
w'itneases present, so Hardy discharged the 
prisoner. 
For his sharo in that villainous 
uansaction he was impeached by tbe legisla- 
tu retn 1862, burled from toe bench, took to 
drink and died. 
Terrv w ent over to Vir­ 
ginia City Just after the discovery of the 
Comstock lode, and surrounding himself with 
a band of ruffians, intrencfied himself in a 
stone fort on the m ountains above Virginia 
City, expecting to bulldoze toe owner« out 
of some rich claims there. 
He was finally 
driven out and started for the Confederacy, 
riding overland to Texaa There he remained 
dnnug the war, and after its close drifted 
back to California. He was elected to toe 
legislature and was placed os au elector ou 
tbe presidential electoral ticket, but hi* rec­ 
ord was so bad that though the state wa* 
overwhelmingly Democratic, Democrats re­ 
fused to support him, and he was beaten, a 
Republican being elected in his place.

Na ture of the Soil, Trend of the 
Wa ter Courses, Growths 
of Timber. 


The G reat Sioux reservation lies between 
43 degf. 30 min. and 46 deg. 10 min., 
bounded by the Missouri river on the east 
aud ex tending to the South Dakota line on 
the west, and south em bracing all west of 
the Missouri river and south of the Cannon 
Hull river, ex cep t the Black Hills territory, 
ceded in 1876. 
In all there are nearly 
tw enty-one million acres in this described 
territory. Of this great body of land tne 
Indians have by recent treaty consented to 
cede to the governm ent nearly one-half, or 
according to the btst comp utations, about 
nine million acres of land. 
The op ening of 
this vast teiritorv to settlem ent will uu- 
uoubtedly cause an ex tensive emigration, 
the home seekers frou: all p arts of the East 
coming 
here 
to 
make 
a 
home 
and 
a quire 
a 
quarter-section 
of 
land. 
Under the term s of the treaty by which the 
Indians cede ibis land, all settlers coming 
into the territory and filing up on this land, 
within three years of the p roclam ation which 
d< clares this land op en for settlem ent, m ust 
p ay for if at the rate of $ 1.35 p er acre, and 
no one will be allowed to tile up on more 
than 160 acres. 
The p ortion of the reserva­ 
tion ceded lies to the south of the Cheyenne 
river aud north ot the White river, and a 
narrow 
eiri» 
of 
land, 
as shown 
by 
the 
man, lying 
to 
the north of the 
Belle 
Fouche 
river 
in 
the 
territory 
ceded by the treaty of 1876. 
Witbiu this 
territory are iound a variety of soils, adap ted 
for the various p urp oses, farming, grazing 
und p ossibly mining, thouch as yet nothing 
has ever been done in the way of develop - 
mg the land-. 
The p urp ose of this article 
will he to show what may be found aud 
v here most easily obtained. Tho land will 
be most easily accessible from the p oints 
whvre the railroads touch the Missouri river, 
and from fai out sections along the Eikborn 
Valley railroad in the Black Hit la. The near­ 
est ap p roach« *« to the reservation by rail are 
nr Chamberlain and Pierre in Dakota. 
Ciossing the river at Chamberlain one 
find» himself in the midst of a tine grove of 
cotton wood timber, ex tending in a Darrow 
fringe along the s'reum in either direction. 
0« ing westward the traveler soon emerges 
from the bolt of cottonwoods, and, after 
crossing a narrow strip cf bottom land, as- 
ccnds the blulfs wrhich are everywhere a 
feature of the land Iving along the Missouri 
river. 
The soil nere, and, in fact, in all 
butt* along the Missouri river iu this region, 
is w hat is known ss gumbo, and a stickier, 
nastier, moie diragreeahle substance on a 
w tt d*y never found p lace iu the comp o- 
stio n ot old Earth. 
Where there is a suf­ 
ficient amount of sand mingled wilh this 
gumbo, it p roduces tine crop s of corn, oats 
mid w heat, w ith favorable conditions in ad­ 
dition. 
Hix miles south from the crossing on 
the Missouri is the mouth of the White river, 
which lor ms the south bouudsry of the land 
ceded. 
1 he character of the soil here is dif­ 
ferent from that in the vicinity of ihe Mis- 
» ••ouri nver. being more sandy loam and less 
eusc« p :lble to dr« >uths. which have been the 
rule t here for several vears. 
The valley of 
ih** White river for about ten miles from the 
m outh is quite wide, and so far ascultivated 
ft bus been found veiy fertile, even under 
stu b careless, hap -1 azard cultivation as an 
Indian or squaw man gives the laud. 
This valley of the White p erhap s offers as 
good s p p ortunitit'B for farming as any p art 
<,r ihe reservation, being far enough south 


rises in the ex trem e western p art of the res­ 
ervation and flows in an easterly « lirectiou 
through the middle of the land thrown op en, 
emp tying-into the Missouri river directly op ­ 
p osite Pierre. I he samv general descrip tion 
ap p lies to Bad river, which has been given 
of the White 
river, 
though 
m 
stone 
im p ortant 
p articulars 
it 
differs. 
The 
most 
essential 
difference 
seems 
to be in the larger num ber of tributaries 
which contribute their quota to swell the 
river in seasons of heavy rains until it be­ 
comes in reality a “bad liver." A large tract 
of bottom laud lies just at the mouth of the 
Bad river, ex tending aiong the Missouri up 
s'ream for nearly ten mues. 
Ih e soil of 
this bottom is n sand-mix ed gumbo, which 
has been found here to grow ex cellent corn 
where there ha* been rain enough. 
Oats 
also yield well up on this Boil. 
The first trib­ 
utary of the* Bad river is Willow creek, 
which emp ties into the river about five miles 
from its confluence with the Missouri. The 
bluffs along the Bad river are vcrv p recip i­ 
tous and in nearly all cases devoid of veg­ 
etation ex cep t near the sm aller 
streams 
which em p ty into the river. 
At these p laces 
the valley widens and embraces a tract of 
land of from one to four sections. In many 
p laces the bluffs overhang the river on either 
side, then stretch away forming an arc of 
a 
circle, 
the 
radii 
resting 
on 
the 
river. 
These 
bends 
in the contour of 
the chain of b.nffs usually enclose a nice 
level-lying tract of land, well adap te« i for 
farm ing or graz'ng p urp oses. Many cattle 
lancbes are found along the nver, and it is 
highly p robuble that these w*ill continue to 
occup y the fertile lands along the streams, 
the p rop rietors being in nearly all cases 
white men who have married Indian women 
and will now seek to take their lands under 
the p rovisions of the recent act. whereby 
these valleys and hills are to be thrown op en 
for settlement. 
The up p er sources of the Bad river are in 
the verv heart of w hat has been mentioned 
in this article as Bad Lands. 
Here, as on rhe 
White river, the land is totally unfitted for 
anvtning p ractical ex cep t as a vast store- 
fiouse of fossils and p rehistoric remains, in 
winch tne scientist aud cabinet collector 
may 
delve 
at 
his 
own 
sweet 
will. 
The sod 
along 
the 
Bad 
river above 
the mouth 
is an unadulterated 
gum ­ 
bo. 
with 
occasional 
p atches of 
sand 
and gravel. 
The Indians l.ave been culti 
vating small tracts of land in the valley with 
a inouerate degree of success. 
VS ith p lenty 
of rain the soil here will p roduce good crop s, 
but is very suscep tible to drouth. The w ater 
in Bad river is strongly tinctured with alkali, 
as are all the streams la this vicinity. 
Dur­ 
ing the sum mer season aud wiuter. when 
there ure light rain9. the water is at a very 
low stage, auu often in very dry seasons the 
bed becomes a series of p ools having no 
water conuectiou ex cep t by underground 
drainage. 


HYPHENATED STBEAM3. 
The stream s tributary to tue Bad river are 
not running streams, ex cep t in the time of 
heavy rains, when they become quite turbu­ 
lent water courses. 
Iu ordinary times, how­ 
ever, they are near!}' all of them uncon­ 
nected chains of w aterholes, the w aters in 
which are strongly Imp regnated with alkali 
salts, absorbed from the soil surrounding, 
and washed down from the hillsides. 
Well* 
sunk in the valley of Bad river flow at the 
dep th of from forty to eighty feet, though 
the water is not very good for household 
p urp oses, being brackish and verv hard. 
A kali salts are also held in solution In all 
water taken from wells in 
th i 
valley. 
The p rincip al tributaries to the Bad river 
are Willow creek, Lance creek. Plum cieek, 
Frozen Man’s creek and Grindstone creek. 
The first is about ten miles out from Coulson, 
at the uiouth of Bad nv« *r, following 'be old 
stage road lending in o the Black IIuls. 
It 
has some timber along its Lauks, mostly cot­ 
tonwood. 
'Ihe 
vadcy 
is 
not 
ap ­ 
p reciable. the 
bluffs 
overhanging 
the 
creek from its source to 
the 
mouth. 
Lance creek h is some scattered groves along 
its course, aud 
hoiu « desirable locations for 
furrns, though there la not a very ex tensive 
valley. 
It is distant from Pierre about forty 
miles. Plum creek flows into Bad river about 
fifteen miies above its confluence with the 
Missouri, and ha* quite an ex tensive valley 
and some tim ber along its banks.

to ¡ie with n the coru-p roducing belt and 
having a warm. rich soil, w ith op en subsoil, 
retaining moiature w ell 
Scattered along from the mouih of the 
river to its source are p roves of timber. 
C ottonwood is the p rincip al variety, though 
» ¡seren e occasional groves of elm, and in 
the deep er gulches and ravines clump s of 
< « dar 
Within about fifty miles of the con­ 
fluence with the Missouri the valley widens 
t» » about five or six miles, forming a great 
m« adow of nearly two thousand acres. 
Phis 
the largest p iece of laud lying in one body 
to be found on the rivei. This p roduce* 
most ex cellent grass, is well watered by two 
Miiall ereck-, which in wet seasons flow into 
the White r.ver. Just above this, in a« - 
< ending the river, one finds the character of 
the country changing, the ¡and becoming 
m ore tiiok« n and hilly, ihe hill* more abrup t, 
while the streams flowing mto the White art* 
m ore numerous. 
Continuing up the river 


sp lendid feed for cattle and horses. The cat­ 
tle running in this p art of tile territory are 
gene)ally iu goo« ! condition « ariier than 
those fed in the p astures on the White river. 
'J he Missouri valley betweeu the White 
and Cheyeune rivers p resents a number of 
advantages over the lesser stream s which 
flow into It. both in its soil and timber, as 
well a* in the p urer water p rocurable there. 
The valie.v of th« * Missouri has been famous 
for it^ great corn crop s, and here is no ex ­ 
cep tion. The soil is a sand-infiltrated gumbo 
ihal p o-sesses the lusting qualities end holds 
in us comp osition the elem ents necessary for 
the p roduction of gra n. The valley is notot 
even width, but in tncny p laces is vetv nar­ 
row, in other p laces b*-ing nearly ten miles 
wide. 
Along the bunks of the river in its im­ 
mediate vicinity are quite heavy bodies of 
timber, mainly cottonwood, with some elm 
a id box elder. 
Between the White and Bad river the 
for nearly a hundred miles above the forks 
Missouri receives the waters of several small 
v here the Little White river joins with the creeks, the p rincip al of wnich are the Yellow 
river

tne 
country 
is 
found 
to 
l*o 
adap ted 
so eiy 
to graz ng p urp oses, being much broken by 
abrup t hill* covered with a short but very 
nutritious grass, called by the stockmen 
who have grazed their held* uj on it alkali 
grrss or bunch giass, indiscriminately. Cat- 
i» C grazing up on this grass fatten* very rap ­ 
idly. being made ready for m aiketin August 
or Sep tember. 
Large num bers are yeariy 
¿hip p ed lrom this region. Near the head 
» aa-rs of the White river the Bad Land* be- 
¿ru*. a 
strange form ation of hills, bare 
« of 
vegetation, 
intersp ersed 
with deep 
.eaiiTom and ravin« *« , thiougb which m u 
„m ail -streams, the w ater strongly im p reg­ 
nated with alkali. 
Cattle feeding up on the 
gTfss along the margin of th se stream s are 
frequently stricken with a mysterious dis­ 
ease which causes death very soon after at- 
iztck. Di'section shows the inner coaling 
« •f the stomach burned out by the action of 
the alkali. 
Stock men are careful not to 
have ther cattle range through this region 
p oles* there are some p reventive« at band in 
the shap e of saltlicks, salt having b« *eu 
found a p reventive of alkali p otsoning by 
neulralix ing the « -ffect of the p owon and 
¿nuking Ih* alkali salts distasteful. 
X ANY FERTILE STBETCHKS. 
Taken as a whole the Whue river p resents 
these features lo the settler. 
For a hundred 
miles or more following the valley lrom the 
m outh there are fertile stretches of bottom 
laud of p erhap s a mile in ex tent, by haif 
th at distance in width. 
These bottom lauds, 
mo tar us tried, p roduce sp lendid crop s of 
corn and oat*. Back of the valley are rang« * 
of 
hills 
more or 
less 
elevated, well 
covered, however, 
with 
grass. 
Beyond 
the forks 
of the river 
for 
p erhap s 
a 
hundred utiles, the sam e condition ex ists, 
though the bluffs are here much more p re­ 
cip itous aad the valleys narrower. 
The 
country back from the river on the north is 
much broken, being a series of tabic lands, 
furrowed by ravines and sep arated from 
each other by deep gulches. 
In the bends o t 
the river may oe found tim ber in small quan­ 
tities. 
Further from the mouth the tim ber 
liecoiuc* heavier and in greater abundance 
In the Bad Lands the p revailing kind is p ine 
and cedar, w ith an occasional elm and cot­ 
tonwood. 
Water is found in the valley at a 
dep th van-ing from 50 to 150 feet, and is 
usually p ure and wholesome. 
The w ater In 
the W ane river is clear and p ure, but 
♦siightiy im p regnated with alkali below tho 
su o n 'U of ihe South fork. 
Btock drink this 
water with im p unity and with seeming 
relish. 
An old tim er in the Black Hills, who has 
roam ed over the reservation thoroughly, in. 
form ed the writer that he had discovered 
trace« of silver and lead ore m the htil* on 
the White river, near the western boundary 
of the resetvation, and from all indications 
in p aying quMBtitiea 
He announced bis in 
lention ot making a thorough search through 
this region as soon as it should be thrown 
op en. 
One |» eculiarity of the White river is that 
nil the p rincip al tributaries flow into the 
river from the south side, thus making the 


Medicine and Antelop e. 
The Yellow Medi­ 
cine emp ties into th« river about twentv- 
five mile* north of the term inus of the Chi­ 
cago, Milwaukee A St. Baul railway at Cham­ 
berlain. 1 he valley here is nearly ten miles 
wide, and is ouite heavily timbered in p laces. 
The Yeliow Medicine has an ex tensive val­ 
ley, and the stream ha* never been known 
to run dry, as have many of the stream s in 
this region during ?he dry season. Lux ­ 
uriant crop s of gras*, lrom which thousand* 
of tons <>f hav mav be out yeariy, are found 
all along the Missouri bottoms. 
Between Bad aud Cheyenne rivers there 
are tw o quite large creeks which emp ty their 
w aters into the Mh-souri, thefirstone, Hhunty 
creek, 
being 
about 
fifteeu 
miles 
above 
the 
m outh 
of 
Bad 
river, 
aud the second. Porcup ine creek, near.y 
twenty-five miles sou’h of the Cheyenne 
river. 
These creeks arc distant from each 
other about fifteen miles, and are quite 
heavily 
timbered 
and 
afford 
ex cel­ 
lent w ater 
for 
stock. 
About ten miles 
above the Bad river the valley of the Mis­ 
souri has an average width of four miles, 
gradu&liy descending from the chain of bluffs 
to tne river in tnree tcm .ee« or benches. 
This laud, lying in clo*e p rox imity to the 
town of Pierre, bag been looked up on with 
Ionyiug eye» 
Several squaw 
whose 
interm arriage into » he tribes has given 
them a squatter’« right, have already erected 
claim shanties and p rep ared to file up on this 
land when p laced on the market. 
QOOD FOB OLD OAKEN BUCKETS. 
Wells in the Missouri valley average about 
fifty feet in dep th, and geueraily are tilled 
with p ure and wholesome water. 
Where 
the 
underground current 
sup p lying the 
water connects with the Missouri as its 
source of sup p ly, the water is p ure and free 
from any taint of alkali salt» Near what 1« 
now known as Fort Bennett, nearly op 
p osite 
Fort 
Sully, 
are 
several 
large 
groves 
of timber, and 
a 
widening of 
the v» liev to form what is called bully 
bottoms. These lands are now occup ied by 
Indian« belonging to the Cheyenne ltiver 
agency. ant} as they are p rivileged to do so 
ibey will p robably be the first claim ants for 
these lands—in fact for »11 the desirable 
farming land included in the valley of the 
Missouri. They may he induced to relinquish 
tneir claims, however, for a consideration 
nnd p ayment for their imp rovements. 
In 
the Missouri and Bad river valleys are found 
the m ost desirable farm ing lands, the Mis- 
scuri valley, however, being better timbered, 
better watered, and with a better soil. 8uf- 
ficient timber may 
be 
had 
on any of 
the larger stream* of which I have written 
for all the p urp oses of stabling, fence p osts, 
aud, with careful and economical use, fuel 
for all those who may settle in the val­ 
ley. 
Bad n ver was formerly quite heavilv 
Umbered, but the nearness to the towns has 
afforded the Indians a m arket, to sup p ir 
which they have strip p ed the river of its 
Umber for twenty miles above the mouth. 
Beyond this there are still quite thickly 
wooded p oints in the bends of the riv« *r. 
What has been said of the conformation of 
the yailey* of the White and Bad river« may 1 


be rep eated In the case of the Cheyenne 
river, which now form* the north line o t the 
tract of land ceded to tho governm ent by the 
Indiana 
Th- Cbevenne river has more lim ­ 
ber than the Bad river, as there has been uo 
m arket for the wood, unle« « hauled great 
distances to the towns on the op p osite side 
of the Missouri liver or sold to the « team- 
bt at* which op erate on the Big Muddv, and 
these 
did 
not 
offer 
much 
of 
an 
inducem ent 
The 
valley 
of 
the 
Cheyenne river p resents 
to 
the 
home 
seeker an op p ortunity- to acquiie title to a 
quarter section of fine bottom land and have 
tno p rivileges of grazing for his cattle on the 
hid* Butrounding the valley on the soutn, as 
these hills are too much broken to find a 
p urchaser for many year* to come, but 
though not adap ted to farming are covered 
with line nutritious grasses. 
Tne water in 
the Cheyenne river, coming from the same 
general source asdoes the Bad river, is much 
the same, though not a* strongly alkaline. 
The wells sunk in the vallt*y are from 35 to 
60 feet deep , aud afford an abundance ot 
ex cellent water for all p urj>o« e*. 
The p rincip al tributary of the Cheyenue 
river from the south giVes its name to a 
region which is sup p osed to be the best 
adap ted for cultivation of any in the valley 
of the Cheyenne river. Cherry creek Hows 
into the Cheyenne river about six ty miles 
from the mouth. 
Here tho valley attains 
its great« *» t width, being about eight miles 
from bluff to bluff. 
Quite a large number of 
Indians 
have 
smail 
farms here, 
and 
may 
choose 
to 
take 
their 
claims 
where 
they 
are 
already 
loca ed, 
but may be induced for a » mall sum of 
money to relinquish them. Proceeding up the 
stream one fiuds the land becoming more 
broken aud unt-veu. The valleys « re sin ill* r, 
the soil seems less fertile and the wooded 
p ortions scarcer. 
At and a few miles below 
the crossing of the old Fort Plerre and Black 
Hills stage road the valley is very narrow, 
but has quite a heavy grow th of timber. Tne 
op p ortunities for farm ing are limited, but 
stock raising may be carried on nere. tuocese- 
fully, there being an abundance of gra-s 
and water w ith natural shelter for cattle. 
In the land which on the in*tp forms the 
up right p art to the “L” shai» ed p ortion which 
is left unshaded, is found p erhap s the most 
diversified and well watered p ortion of the 
laud to be sold. 
Here are found numerous 
small streams and many little valleys, which 
are unex celled for the growing of wheat and 
oats. 
'Ihe grass in this p ortion of ihe res­ 
ervation is the same as that found on the 
Bad and White rivers, being an alkali bunch 
grass, which cures on the ground and affords 
feed for cattle all through the winter months. 
The It ittiesnalie creek, one of the p rincip al 
s'reum* in this strip , lying to tho went of the 
Cheyenne river reservation a* defined by the 
last treaty, has a considerable amount of 
timber, ami affords an abundance of water 
for stock. 
But little alkali is found in the 
soil here, ami consequently there is but a 
slight trace in the water. 
Ih e up lands of 
this regiou are better adap ted for grazing 
than for farming, b« iing much broken and 
subdivideu by irregular range* of Lilia 
The 
character of the soil here is more like clay 
than that found nearer the Missouri river. 
Some considerable building stone is found 
in this tract, scattered along the 
small 
stream« , crop p ing out in irregular strain. 
The stone is u soft sanusione, easily worked 
when first taken from the ground, but hard­ 
ens when ex jtosed to the actiou of the a t­ 
mosp here. 
THE BEST PLACE FOB MIXED FARMING. 
The country north of the Bad n ver and 
south of the Coeyenne river cunt • in* p rob­ 
ably the laud best adap ted for mix ed tan n ­ 
ing, being less broken and irregular, away 
from ihe st ream s. and 
therefore 
better 
adap ted for tillage. 
Tne soil is very fertile, 
where tt has beeu tried, yielding magnificent 
returns of p otato« » ami other garden vege­ 
table*. those being the only crop * p lanted on 
the up lands so far. The Northwestern Stage 
comp in v 
formerly 
had 
a 
num ber 
of 
stage 
R ations 
located 
about 
ten mile* ap art acres* this tract. 
In the 
gardens at those stations many varieties of 
gartleu stuff were cultivated, and with success 
in ail those varieti« « suited to that latitude. 
Potatoes, beets and 
all 
roots esp ecially 
yielded in p rofusion. The soil on this up ­ 
land tract between the Bad and Cheyenne 
rivers is a mix ed gumbo and sand, the gumbo 
p redominating u**aiest the Bad nver, while 
there is found more sun I iu the 
s jL as 
one 
ap p roaches 
the 
Cheyenne 
river. 
There are between each of 
the smaller 
streams tributary to tnese riv« *rs, p lateaus 
which, so far a* can be judged from observa­ 
tion, wiil p roduce sp lendid crop s cf wh« ;at 
and oats. 
The soil, w bev ex cavations have 
been made, ha« been from two feet to forty 
inches in dep th, overlving a heavy gumbo 
clay subs *il, which resists the p enetration of 
the water into it* dep ths. 
Below thi* sub­ 
soil is a soft shale which readily itecoiue* 
p asty when immersed in water 
The dep th 
to which wells m ust be sank to obtain a 
sup p ly of w ater is unknown, us none have 
ever beer, sunk in this region within tho 
knowledge of the writer. 
In conclusion, let it be understood that 
this territory now to be op ened is not a p ara­ 
dise, where iudnstrv, economy and shrewd­ 
ness are not necessary to r success. 
There is 
no more certaintj- of a full re;urn from seed 
sown in this region than in any other, 
but it 
i* 
equally 
vuru. 
The 
home 
seeker who comes h« -re m ust decide to un­ 
dergo and forego. 
There « » til attach to thi* 
new regiou all the discomfort* which are 
the usual accomp animents of evety first set­ 
tlem ent, but the man who come* here and is 
industrious, econo in oal and 
p ainstaking 
will be able to build a home 
u n d surround 
him se'f with the comforts o t hfe.

M ary's river dep end 
a cheap er rate of transp ortation of the 
p roducts of the E ast and Northwest through 
the use of larger freight carriers, and the in- 
suraneeof a continuous and safe p ussage ot 
such carriers against the accident which a 
single lock insures. 
ltesolved. T hat the interests of commerce 
imp eratively demand th at the ap p rop riation 
of the sum mimed by the eugineer in charge, j 
as stated by tbe secretary of war in his an­ 
nual rep ort to congress, being the am ount 
th a t can be p rofitably ex p end« -« ! for the con­ 
struction of the new lock anti imp rovement 
ol Hay lake channel in St. Mary's river, 
should not be reduced, as is usunliy done, 
but ap p rop riated in full by congress as rec­ 
ommended in suid rep ort.

1 believe that is true in sp ite of. and 
not because of. the method by which they have 
been selecte« !. and true because it 1- a fact which 
I think everybody will concede that the great 
mas* of p eop le in this country are worthy to 
hold office, and it is only m>w and then tn» ? a 
insn get* into office who is a dlacrace to it. But 
to get in the servig« * better p eop le some au-thix ] 
tnu» t be adop ted. We must consider the diffi­ 
culties in the wav of a change of methods. 
They cannot be changed in a dav, by an order| 
tt must l<e a p ro©'-a of « veijtion. and that Is 
not accomp lishe« ! iu a moment. I believe we 
arc now in rhe midst of an evolution, aud thla 
change mint eome through the p eop le who con­ 
stitute the service. 1 do not think there 1* th« 
slightest danger of a bureaucracy cr au < ffice-

Before she reached it, however, and 
as soon aa she had left the dining room, 
Judge Terry approached Justice Field, and, 
stooping ovor him, slapjted bis face. 
At this 
juncture Deputy Marshal Kagie arose from 
his seat and ahot J udge Terry through the 
heart 
Aa he was falling the deputy marshal 
shot again but missed bim. the bullet going 
through the floor. 
Both snots were fired in 
very quick succession. I he Judge never ut­ 
tered a sound niter being shot 
He had 
hardly fallen when Mrs. Terry rushed to the 
aide of his body aud threw herself upon it 
Then ensued 
a 
scene 
of the wildcat 
excitem ent 
People rushed from the dining 
room and others rushed in. During this time 
Justice Field and Deputy Marsh a1 Nagle re­ 
treated to a sleeping car. where they were 
securely locked within. At times Mrs. Terry 
would call upou the citizen* to ai rest them. 
’ Before the train pulled out Constable Walker 
entered the sleeper, and was carried away 
on board the train. 
Ho informed the specta­ 
tors that he knew his duty and would per­ 
forin it 
During the lime the tram was 
•landing a t the depot Mra Terry was ru n ­ 
ning wildly alternately from the body of her 
. husband to the sleeper, dem anding adm it- 
1 lance that she m ight slap Justice Field's face, 
' and a t the same time begging th at they be 
’ detained and have their exam ination here. 
I Constable Walker took Deputy Nagle from 
the train at Tracy, and proceeded with him 
to Stockton, where he is now in laiL District 
Attorney White ordered the nrreit of Justice 
Field upon hi* arrival In Sau Francisco, and 
telegraphed the order to tho sheriff of Ban 
. Francisco.

St o c k t o n , Cal., Aug. 1 4 —Tho coroner ar­ 
rived here at noon with Terry’s body Ina 
box covered with white cloth. 
Mra Terry

aud said it was a m ost cowardly m urder of 
in unarm ed man.

Quick as a flash Nagle drew his pistol and 
sent a bullet through his heart. A greatcom- 
molion then arose in the dining hall and on 
the platform. 
Mra Terry ran about from 
the train to the dining bali door frantically 
demanding her satchel which some one had 
taken from her. 
She then stormed about 
the door demanding entrance, and charging 
those who had barred her out with shielding 
murderous1” Col. Otis declared. “I happen to 
know tha the deputy marshal was acting 
under direct written instructions from the 
attorney general to protect the persons of 
Judge Field and Sawyer at all hazards. In 
conversation with me t>efore. Justice Field 
had said he was not responsible for the con­ 
stant attendance of the deputy and was 
rather annoyed at it, but the officer insisted 
upon carrying out his instructions to the 
letter. J nstlce F'ield told me he was not 
armed, although he was frequently urged to 
arm himself, hut would never do so. and had 
declared that when it becomes necessary for 
a justice of the United States supreme court 
to go about iu the performance of his duty 
carrying firearms with which to protect hts 
person, It would be time to abolish our 
courts.* 


Terry’s HI "tory. 
David 8. Terry was born in Todd county, 
Ky., In 1823. 
Ile served In the Texan war 
under Mara Houston, 
lie came to California 
in 1849 and settled in Calaveras county. In 
1855 he was elected justice of the supremo 
oouit of California on the Native American 
ticket, and upon the death of Chief Justice 
Murray in 1857 Judge Terry becamo chief 
justice. He was opposed to the vigilance 
com m ittee of 185G, and stabbed one of the 
members of the com m ittee who had at­ 
tem pted to arrent Maloney, a friend of Terry. 
Terry was held by tho vigilantes, but was 
afterw ards released. In I860 Terry was de­ 
feated as a Hancock elector, although his 
associates were elected. 
Sept 8, 1888, he 
was sent to jail for six month# for contem pt 
of court by Justice Field. 
Ile was m arried 
to 
SARAH ALTHEA H ILL, 
who claimed to be the wife of ex-»Senator 
Sharon, while prosecuting her clalui ag.dn-t 
the Sharon o.-tate. 
I his brought them into a 
resentful attitude toward Justice Field who 
last year rendered a decision iu the United 
Stites circuit court Id this city, denying her 
claim to be the wife of Sharon 
Mrs. Terry 
created a scene in court during the reading 
of the decision, charging Justice Field with 
being corrupt, and a* she refused to rem ain 
quiet. Justice Field directed ttia* she be re 
moved from court. 
When a deputy at­ 
te ai ated to carry out the order of the court 
she buntine Involved iu a personal quarrel 
with th at official, and Judge Terry inter 
fered. drawing a di gger from his vest 
He 
wa/; disarmed, and both Terry and his wife 
were adjudged for co*tem pt and committed 
to jail. 
iu the meantim e Justice Field went 
to Washington to resum e ins duties on the 
bench, returning to M in Francisco six week 
ago.

When Althea Hill brought her suit 
against the millionaire, Terry became hot 
champion. The first Mra Terry was a most 
estimable lady, of very strong Southern pro­ 
clivities, but respected and honored by aff 
who knew ber.

Protection was accorded to Justice Field, 
it ii claimed, by authority of United States 
Attot ley General Miller, who telegraphed 
from Washington to the marshal of the dis­ 
trict to see th at the person of the justice was 
protected at any hazard. The order extended 
also cojudge Sawyer, of the United blate* 
\ sirouit court in this city, upon whom Mrs. 
Terry made a personal assault last year while 
on a railway train, accompanied by Judge 
Terry. 
The order wa* based upou this fact, 
and upon threats declared to bare been 
made openly by Terry against Justice Field. 
Deputy Marshal Nagle wa* directed to ac­ 
company Justice Field under this order, and

provocation. 
In common with hi* neighbors 
in tbt#*e day*, when he got up la the morning 
he examined his mivcr-mounted Derringer# 
before he stuffed them in his pocket, to see 
that they were ready for instant use; then 
he strapped on hi# *ix-*hooter and hlnsilver- 
m ounted Bowie knife, and, after getting a 
whisky cock tali felt that he was moderately 
ready for the ordinary burdue-;* of the day 
The average Texan of those days looked 
down upon ail Northern men at. poor white 
trash, and David H. Terry fnot yet a judge) 
sht red all the bitterest prejudice* of bi* race. 
When the state wa* organic d a deep irate 
and protracted light took place between the 
pro-alavery and anti slavery or frre-aod ele­ 
m ents in the state, to see which should gain 
control of the organization. 
Prom inent

were William M. Gwinn and David S. Terry,

associate#, and wa# only 
rescued through the effort* of CoL L D.

TUE DUEL. 
The bitter war of race prejudice finally 
ended in a duel, in which Terry was one of 
the prtncifai# 
The #:ate between the Free 
Boti wiug of the Democratic pariy. under the 
leadership of David C. Broderick, and the 
Pro-Hiavery party, led bv W. M Gwinn and 
Terry, had grown bitterer with the advanc­ 
ing years, and Dav d 
G Broderick had 
*tarted on the lowest round of the political 
ladder, had risen to a position of comm and­ 
ing influence, aud successfully resisted the 
Bouthern oligarchy which had hitherto dom ­ 
inated in the state 
In 1857 Mr B rod'rick 
gained control of the legislature, and w a* 
elected to the UniP*d Blate# senate, succeed­ 
ing John Ii Weller, and shortly after came 
unother election for senator to 
succeed 
William 
M. Gwinn, 
who 
wa* 
desir­ 
ous 
of 
succeeding 
himself. 
There 
were two other candidates before the legis­ 
lature—Joseph M d’arkle and Milton B Lat­ 
ham, at that time collector v t the port of 
San Francisco. 
But the only condition th at 
Broderick would litten to wa* th at the can­ 
d i t e , whoever he should be. should re­ 
nounce all claims to federal patronage, a# 
Gwinn and Weller had completely ostracised 
the friend# of B roderick Ivt tha rn at first re­ 
fused, but atter ward* prom Im? I; but Broder­ 
ick, who knew his man, insisted on having 
tho promise in writing. 
This Latham gave, 
but wa* afterw ards publicly accused of hav­ 
ing stolen it from the desk of Frank Telford. 
When the Lecompton constitution wa* be­ 
fore congress, Broderick, who was a fast 
friend of Btephen A Douglas, delivered one 
of the bitterest philippics against the pred- 
d c n te v e r heard within tho walls of the 
United Blate# senate. 
Gwinn, who had puo- 
licly renounced ail claims to federal patron­ 
age, and thanked Broderick for his aid in 
electing bim, was now' his colleague in tho 
senate—and soon forgetting the m an by 
whose aid ho had been elected, 
BECAME HIS BITTZ.REST ENEMY. 
On the adjournm ent of the senate in 1859 
Broderick, who had grown immensely in the 
affection# of tho people, returned to Califor­ 
nia to give an account of bis *tew'ardship, 
aud wherever he spoke thousands upon 
thout-aud* turned out lo hear him. Gwinn 
also took the stum p, and the batt.e was 
w aged with a bitterness seldom seen in civ­ 
ilized communities. 
The partisans of each 
faction went couKtanily armed, affrays were 
frequent and at least one of the principal* 
stood in danger of instant a^assination. The 
feeling was so bitter that Terry and Broder­ 
ick became involved in a personal q uarrel 
When the election was over Terry wrote out 
his resignation as a supreme judge and 
placed it in the hand* ot a friend to he 
used 
if 
he killed Broderick, and im­ 
mediately sent 
him a note demanding 
a retraction of the words he had used to Per- 
lcy. 
Broderick refused, and the result was a 
j»eremptory challenge 
borne 
by Terry’s 
friend C d houu Benham. 
Broderick unfor­ 
tunately accepted the challenge and named aa 
his friend Col. Joe McKibben. 
The meeting 
was arranged for Sept IO, 1859, but the 
sheriff interfered and it was postponed to 
the 13th. 
Calhoun Benham loaded Terry's 
pistol, aud a gunsm ith who was on the 
ground loaded the pisioi for Broderick 
The 
word fire was given, and before Broderick 
could raise hts pistol it was discharged, the 
baff striking the ground about ten feet in 
front of him. 
Terry deliberately raised his 
pistol, and huving him completely a t his 
mercy, shot him. 
He coolly rem arked to 
Mr. Benham, “I shot about two inches too 
low,” and turning ou his heel walked away. 
No such sensation wras ever known in the 
state; ail business was supended, and Mr. 
Broderick, after lingering a few days in 
mortal agony, died, his last words being, 
“THEY HAVE KILLED ME 
because I was opposed to the extension of 
slavery f.nd a corrupt administration.” When 
the excitement was over Terry came from 
his hiding place and demanded a trial. 
All 
the detail# had been fixed by his friends. He 
procured a change of venue from the place 
where the murder was committed to Main 
county, and his friend. Judge J. II. Hardy, 
hurried down from Mokelumne Hill to take 
charge of the trial. On the day set for the 
case Hardy and Terry appeared in court The 
case was called at IO o clock It was then 9, 
and the witnesses were on their way from Ban 
Francisco. The bands of the court clock were 
set an hour ahead. Hardy called the casa 
There wax neither prosecuting attorney nor 
witnesses present, so Hardy discharged the 
prisoner. 
For his share in that villainous 
transaction he was I rn peached by the legisla­ 
ture in 1862, buried from the bench, took to 
drink and died 
Terry went over to Vir­ 
ginia City Just after the discovery of the 
Comstock lode, and surrounding himself with 
a band of ruffians, intrenched himself in a 
stone fort on the mountains above Virginia 
City, expecting to bulldoze the owners out 
of some rich claims there. 
He was finally 
driven out and started for the Confederacy, 
riding overland to Texan There he remained 
during the war, and after it* close drifted 
back to California. He was elected to the 
legislature and was placed as an elector on 
the presidential electoral ticket, but his rec­ 
ord wa# so bad that though the state was 
overwhelmingly Democratic, Democrats re­ 
fused to support him, and bo was beaten, a 
Republican being elected In his place.

Of th is g reat body of land toe 
Indians have by re ceu t tre a ty consented to 
cede to th e governm ent nearly one-half, or 
at_*cording to the best com putations, about 
lim e m illion acres of land.

from any tain t of alkali salts.

| for all tbe purposes of stabling, fence posts, 
I aud. w ith careful and econom ical use, fuel 
tor all those who m ay settle in tbe val­ 
ley. 
Bad river was form erly quite heavily 
tim bered, b u t the nearness to tfie tow us ha* 
afforded the Indians a m arket, to supply 
which they have stripped tbe river of its 
tim ber for tw enty m iles above the m outh. 
Beyond this there are still qu ite thickly 
wooded point* in the bends of the river.

The C heyenne river bas m ore tim ­ 
ber than th e Bad river, as th ere baa been no 
m arket for the wood, unless hauled great 
distances to tbe tow ns on the opposite side 
of the Missouri river or sold to the steam ­ 
boats which operate on tbe Big Muddy, and

Tne 
opportunities for farm ing are lim ited, but 
stock raising m ay be carried on here success­ 
fully, there being nu abundance of gra*« 
and w aler w itll n atu ral shelter for cattle. 
In the land which on the in tp form* the 
upright p a rt to tile “L” shaj»ed portion which 
is left unshaded, is fouud perbai*s the m ost 
diversified and well w atered portion of the 
laud to be sold. 
H ere are found num erous 
sm all stream s and m any little valleys, which 
are unexcelled tor the grow ing of w heat and 
oat*. 
I he grass in this portion of the res­ 
ervation is the sam e us th at found on the 
Bad and W hite rivers, being an alkali bunch 
grass, which cures on the ground and affords 
feed for cattle all through tho w inter m onths. 
The ll ittiesnalie creek, one of the principal 
ste am * in this strip, lying to the w est of the 
Cheyenne river reservation as defined by the 
last treaty , has a considerable am ount of 
tim ber, and affords au abundance of w ater 
for stock. 
B ut little alkali is found rn the 
sod here, und consequently there is but a 
slight trace In the w ater. 
The uplands of 
this region are better adapted for grazing 
than for fanning, being m uch broken and

Tne sod is very fertile, 
where it has beeu tried, yielding magnificent 
re tu rn s of potatoes and other garden vege­ 
tables. those being the only crops planted on 
the uplands so far.

soil is a soft shale which readily becom es 
pasty when im m ersed in w ater 
The depth 
to which w ebs m ust be sunk to obtain a 
supply of w ater i* unknow n, as none have 
ever beer. sunk in this region w ithin tho 
know ledge of the writer. 
In co n clu sio n , let it Ire understood th a t 
this territo ry now to be opened is not a p ara­ 
dise, wh^ro industry, econom y arid shrew d­ 
ness are not necessary for success.

Resolved th a t we explicitly declare aa a 
sense of th# convention th a t a ahip canal 
tw enty feet in depth should be undertaken 
and completed by the general gavernm cnt 
as early as practicable through the shallow s 
and rivers connecting the g re a t lakes. 
Resolved th a t upon the speedy com pletion 
of the new lock and im provem ent of the Hay 
lake and channel in St. M ary’s river depend 
a cheaper ra te of tran sp o rta tio n of the 
products of the E ast and N orthw est through 
the use of larger freight carriers, and the in- 
ru ran ceo f a continuous und safe passage of 
such carriers ag ain st the accident which a 
single lock insures. 
Resolved. T h a t the interests of commerce 
im ita tiv e ly dem and th a t the appro p riatio n 
of the sura named by tile engineer iii charge, 
os stated by tbe secretary of w ar in his a n ­ 
nual report to congress, being the am ount 
th a t cml be profitably expended for the con­ 
struction of the new lock and im provem ent 
of H ay lake channel in St. M ary’a river, 
should not be reduced, os is usually done, 
b u t appropriated in full by congress as rec­ 
ommended in said report.

Tbe way to im prove th is service is to im prove 
the people who adm inister it. Up to the present 
tim e the people of the country have been fo rtu ­ 
nate to a very great degree in having In tbe 
public service m en of character, honesty and 
ability. 
I believe th a t is true in spite of, and 
not because of. the m ethod by which they have 
been selected, and trite because Hi* a fact which 
I think everybody will concede th a t the great 
m ass of people in th is country are w orthy to 
hold office, and it is only now and then tn at a 
m an get* into office who is a disgrace to It. 
But 
to get in the servipc better people some m ethod 
m ust be adopted. 
We m ust consider the diffi­ 
culties in the way of a change of m ethods. 
They cannot be changed in aday, by an order! 
it m ust i>e a process of eWflution. and th at is 
not accom plished iu a m om ent. 
I believe wo 
are now in the m idst of an evolution, aud this 
change m ust come through th e people who con- J 
stffute the service. 
I do not th in k there is the 
slightest danger of a bureaucracy c ra n ottico- 
holding 
aristocracy. 
W hen 
th a t is talked 
about the dignity and intelligence of the A mer-, 
c .n 
people is discredited. 
It, is nonsense. 
The people of this country will take care of th at. 
These young m en will have the public service at 
heart and will be loyal to the governm ent, not to 
their particular chief. 
A nother way to im prove 
the sci vice is to take men in at the top, and 
there is where I should fix the door* of tue »• r- 
vice, w ith the intervening door* clo*ed abso­ 
lutely to outsiders. The men to be takeu iii at 
the top should lie those knowu generally as re­ 
ceiving presidential appointm ents. All other 
places should be tilled bv prom otion based upon 
m erit. I recognize th a t a p u n y m ust control 
the governm ent in carrying ont a policy, but 
these men who are appointed hea.i* of d ep art­ 
m ents should be business m en, tor a great dell 
more depends upon this quality than outsider* J 
think. 
The difference bet *een a good and poor I 
adm inistration doe# not depend m ainly on the 
men who do the work, but largely is controlled 
by m en who direct the work. I have come to the 
conclusion th a t the beet m ethod of selecting the 
men for lower grade* is by exam inations which 
shall be opeu to aff Am erican citizens.

A Desperate Case of Suicide. 
The Palmer house has been very 
unfortunate in the number of tragic 
deaths. It will be just thirteen years 
ago to-morrow th at one of the most 
sensational and carefully planned 
suicides in the history of self destruc­ 
tion occurred at the hotel.

He 
had saturated his clothing with ker­ 
osene so it would be easily ignited 
from the combustibles iii thetub. He 
turned on the water as he wrote a 
letter, and when the rope he was 
hanging by would be burned through 
he would fall into the tub and burn 
to a crisp. The corner's jury was 
unable to tell which killed him.—Chi­ 
cago Times.
